KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 5.—A 
man and woman were sought by 
police today in connection with the 
slaying here yesterday of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Muehlebach, 62 years old, 
whose body, with a necktie knot- 
ted tightly about the throat, was 
found in a vacant apartment of a 
building owned by her hve: '-~d, 
Henry J. Muehlebach. 

The couple was seid by Jeff Har- 
ris, 34, Negro janitor, to have been 
shown through the vacant apart- 
ments by Mrs. Muehlebach earlier 
in the day. 

Meanwhile Harris was held by 
police. Officers said they were in- 
clined to believe his repeat:d ¢-¢- 
nials that he had anything to do 
with the crime, 

Harris said he called Mrs. Muehle- 
bach to the apartment yesterday 
when the couple sought to give him 
a check for a month’s rent. He 
said Mrs. Muehlbach after show- 
ing them the apartment again, 
called him to bring to her pen and 
ink and $97.50 he had collected 
from other tenants. She told him 
she had rented the apartment to 
the couple, Harris said. 

When Mrs. Muehlebach’s body 
was found, the money was gone 
and there were evidences of a 
struggle. A woman tenant told of 
hearing a woman’s scream shortly 
before noon. Mrs. Muehlebach’s 
son, Henry. went to the apartment 
after she had failed to return 
home. 


The victim’s husband is a cousin 
of George Muehlebach, owner of 
the Kansas City: American baseball 
club. Henry Muehlebach formerly 
was one of the owners of the 
Muehlebach Brewery here. 


WARNING AGAINST POISONING 


Navy Officers Urged to Precaution 
in Handling Ethyl Gasoline. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Med- 
ical officers of the Navy have had 
called to their attention the pos- 
sible danger of lead poisoning from 
ethyl gasoline used in aviation. 
Commercial gasoline purchased by 
the Navy is mixed with ethyl! fluid, 
used in all naval activities by mix- 
ing it with the gasoline in a ratio of 
2 to 5 per cent per gallon, accord- 
ing to the type of engines used. 

It is pointed our in the warning 
that tetraethyl lead passes readily 
through the skin and that cases of 
acute lead poisoning have resulted 
from skin contacts. Rubber gloves 
are suggested for handling ethyl 
fluid. Medical officers are directed 
to see that all persons engaged in 
mixing gasoline and ethyl fluid are 
instructed on the dangers of lead 
poisoning.

SEATTLE, Wash. Sept. 5.— 
Harry Hill of Streator, Iil., 22 years 
old, was held in the city jail here 
today awaiting the arrival of extra- 
dition papers by which the State of 
Illinois expects to return him to his 
home town to stand trial for the 
murder of his mother. 

Seemingly unperturbed by his 
arrest, Hill told his captors a con- 
nected story of his movements be- 
fore and after the discovery of his 
mother’s body in the basement of 
her home at Streator, Aug. 22. 
Investigation has indicated that the 
mother, Mrs. Eliza Hill, wealthy 
recluse and divorced wife of a 
Streator physician, was shot to 
death Aug. 13. Her body was 
buried in a shallow grave in the 
basement. 

Admits Forging Mother’s Name. 

After hours of questioning young 
Hill admitted that in Streator 
where he had lived since childhood 
he gambled away hundreds of dol- 
lars obtained by forging his moth- 
er’s name to checks and that he 
fled across the country when he 
read in a Streator newspaper of a 
Coroner’s jury. recommendation 
that he be arrested for murder. 

He was arrested here late Satur- 
day night by a police detective who 
was looking for an automobile 
thief. Hill, who had been living 
in a hotel a half block from police 
headquarters, sold his automobile 
Friday to a garage here. When 
police received the routine report 
of the sale it was noticed that the 
engine number of the car was sim- 
ilar to that of a machine stolen in 
Seattle. . 

Investigation disclosed that the 
~a~ had not been stolen, but when 
the letective found a pair of Illi- 
nois license plates in Hill’s room, 
he decided to question the youth. 

The fugitive admitted that he 
was the Streator murded suspect 


of the cartoon character Jiggs and. 


whr had been sought throughout 
the country. 

Says He Saw Mother Aug. 6. 

Hill told police officials that he 
last saw his mother on Aug. 6, a 
week before the supposed slaying. 

“TI worked in Chicago and it was 
my custom to go home to Streator 
on week-ends,” he said. “When I 
got there the week-end cc’ Aug. 13, 
mother wasn’t at home, and I as- 
sumed she had gone to Chicago, 
because she had spoken some time 
caaygentet of making the trip.” 

Hill was interrupted at this point 
by his questioners, who told him 
there was evidence to show that he 
informed Mrs. Hill’s attorney and 
banker on Aug. 14. when they 
called called by telephone, that his 
motuer “had just stepped out and 
would be bac. .” 

“I did not tell them that,” Hill 
contradicted. “I told them I thought 
my mother had gone to Chicago for 
a trip.’”’ 

Denial also was made by Hill of 
the accusation that he asked the 
caretaker of the Hill home to 
“tamp down” some loose dirt in the 
basement, He likewise denied theft 

"a gun similar t-. the one used in 
the slayi. g. 

Time after time detectives asked 
him about his mother’s dislike for 
his fia. cee, Alice Sawyer, and a re- 
puted threat to disinherit him, but 
he declined to discuss that subject. 


Declares He Is Innocent. 

“Things look bad for me, J] 
know,” he calmly told his ques- 
tioners,. “but IT am innocent of this 
slaying.” 

Hill admitted that during July 
he forged his mother’s name to 
$1000 in checks, and that on Aug. 
13, he forged another for $400. 
The latter checks, he said, were 
turned down by the bank the same 
day and Hill appealed to his fath- 
er, the physician, to make them 
good. At the time the youth made 
this request of his father, he ad- 
mitted, he had $400 in cash, ob- 
tained from the sale of wheat on 
his mother’s ranch near Fancy 
Prairie, IH. The $400 obtained by 
the forgeries was lost in gambling. 
he said, 

Hill denied he had told his Chi- 
cago friend, Brydges, of receiving a 
telegram from his mother to the ef- 
fect she had disinherited him. He 
would neither deny nor affirm that 
he had received such a telegram. 

Hill’s interrogators stressed the 
reported theft of an automatic pis-

ATTEMPT MADE

Attache at Dresden Office 
Wounded When Strolling 
With Wife and Friend, 
Being Shot in Back. 


ASSAILANT HID 
BEHIND STATUE 


Victim Represented Consu- 
late When Proteses Were 
Presented Regarding Sac- 
co-Vanzetti Case. 


By the Associated Press. 

DRESDEN, Germany, Sept. 5.— 
Shot in the back by an unidenti- 
fied man, Emil Steger, a secre- 


tary in the American Consulate 
here, was in a serious condition to- 
day. Physicians, however, ex- 
pressed belief that the wound 
would not prove fatal. 

Although .the motive for the at- 
tack is not known, it i. stated that 
Steger represented the consulate 
on numerous occasions in which 
protests were presented regarding 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

It is known the Consulate re- 
ceived threatening letters in con- 
nection with the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case and it is considered possible 
Steger was mistaken for Arminius 
T. Haeberle, the American Consul. 

Steger, who is about 40 years 
old, was returning from a Stroll 
with his wife and a friend to 
Raecknitz Heights, near the city, 
when the assassin appeared from 
behind a monument of Bismarck 
and shot him in the back. The 
bullet passed below the heart. 

Police dogs were put on the 
trail of the assailant, and led the 
police to a muddy ditch into which 
he had fallen and out of which he 
scrambled in his fl'sht, but the 
trail was lost at a street car line. 

Mrs. Steger, hearing the shot 
called for help, so that both Steger 
and their friend thought she had 
been hit. Both men tried to offer 
her first aid, until it was discov- 
ered.that Steger himself was bleed- 
ing. 

The assailant is described as a 
tall man, wearing a blue coat. 

The Department of Foreign Re- 
lations has sent the Consulate a 
message expressing regret for the 
incident. 


MOVIE HOUSES JAMMED 
IN CHICAGO WHEN STRIKE ENDS

Loss by Six Days’ Closing Put at 
$1,350,000; Employes Gain 
Point at Issue.

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—Motion pic- 
tures theaters re-opened yesterday 
after a week of idleness from a 
lockout and strike of operators. 
Loop houses were jammed through- 
out the afternoon and evening and 
neighborhood theaters reported a 
satisfactory business. 

The compromise agreement 
which led to the reopening was 
reached Saturday night. The op- 
erators’ demand that two of their 
number be kept on the payroll of 
an Orpheum Circuit theater until 
next January was met by the own- 
ers. That was the issue that led 
to the strike and lockout. 

Stage hands who had struck for 
an increase in wages accepted an 
increase of about 75 per cent of 
what they sought and withdrew a 
demand for an increase in appren- 
tices’ wages. The wage dispute 
with musicians was not settled. It 
is estimated that the owners’ loss 
in the six days the shows were 
closed was $1,350,000.

NEW AUTO SPEED 
LAW IN MICHIGAN 
FIXES NO LIMIT 


Car Must Be Always Under Con- 
trol, but Delaying Traffic Is 
Penalized, Too.

LANSING, Mich., Sept. 5.—Based 


on the theory that motorists pay 
little heed to speed laws once out- 
side the corporate limits of cities, 
a legislative experiment in the form 


of a “no-limit” speed statute went 
into effect in Michigan today. 
Passed during the last session of 
the Legislature, the new law re- 
places one prescribing a maximum 
of 35 miles an hour on country 
roads. 

A novel feature of the law is that, 
while it does not set a general regu- 
lation as to speed rates, it provides 
that a driver must have his car in 
complete control at all times in 
order to cope with prevailing traf- 
fic conditions. Likewise it forbids 
the slow moving vehicle which 
crawls along narrow roads at an 
‘abnormally slow speed holding up 
other traffic. 


$15,000 FIRE AT BAKERY 
NEAR GASOLINE STOREHOUSE 


Blaze Begins Over Pralle Ovens

The plane made a perfect land- 
ing at the Bamrauli airdrome, 
after a good flight from Karachi 
occupying 9% hours. The aviators 
reported that they had a following 
breeze most of the way and fair

They arrived here yesterday 
morning from Bender Abbas, Per- 
sia. The 710-mile flight In the 
Pride of Detroit from Bender Ab- 
bas down the Persian Gulf was 
marked by almost ideal weather 
except for a short period of head 
winds, On arriving over land the 
flyers found intense heat at low 
altitudes. They also encountered 
a dust storm, which ‘caused them 
no inconvenience, and near Kara- 
chi ran into heavy low-lying clouds 
and rain. 

When approaching the city the 
aviators discovered a leak in one 
of the fue] tanks, but this was 
promptly repaired. 

With 6710 miles behind them 
since their start from Harbor 
Grace, N. F.,, on Aug. 28, Brock and 
Schlee have 15,302 miles to go. 
From Allahabad, their route 
touches Calcutta, Rangoon, Bur- 
ma; Tourane,. French Indo-China: 
Hongkong and Tokio. They will 
cross the pacific by way of the 
Midway and Hawalian Islands, 

They are expected in Calcutta 
at 11 a. m. tomorrow (11:30 p. m. 
today, St. Louis time). 

The Pride of Detroit made a per- 
fect landing. After circling the air- 
drome once the plane gradually 
descended near a smoke bomb, 
which had been placed to guide 
the aviators, ' 


Brock and Schlee were greeted 
by the United States Consul and 
several Americans who live at 
Karachi, They werg surrounded 
immediatel¥ by several hundred 
persons, including men of the royal 
air force and civilians, all eager 
for a view of the round-the-world 
flyers and their machine. 

Brock and Schlee emerged froin 
their plane quite fresh, though 
dusty and unshaven. 


U. 8. Embassy Asks for Perm 
for Flyers to Land in Japan.

Old Glory Awaits Backer’s Order; 
Royal Windsof Is Ready.

The Old Giory was detained here 
yesterday by failure of a supply of 
gasoline to arrive from New York 
and by the refusal of Hearst to 
consent to take-off without § full 
Governmental approval of machine 
and equipment. The pilots, J. D. 
Hill and Liyod Bertaud, are await- 
ing Hearst's sanction. 

It was announced also tHat Phil 
Wood and C. A. (Duke) Shiller. 
pilots of the Royal Windsor, had 
alecided to bring their machine 
here to take advantage of the good 
runway. 

Wood announced late today that 
the Royal Windsor would take off 
at daybreak tomorrow from Scar- 
boro direct to Windsor, England. 
Wood and Bertaud have dis- 
cussed a plan under which the 
Royal Windsor would follow the 
Old Glory at least part of the way 
across to take advantage of the 
latter’s radio apparatus, a feature 
of equipment which the Canadian 
plane lacks,

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Senti- 
ment in the Democratic National 
Committee in favor of choosing 
the next Democratic candidate for 
President by majority vote is dis- 
closed in a survey of the committee 
just completed by the New York 
World, 

A majority of those responding 
to inquiry also recorded them- 
selves in favor of ‘abolishing 
the unit rule, which many hold to 
be a 
rule. Democratic conventions have 
operated under the two-thirds since 
1832, when the party, then calling 
itself Republican met in Baltimore 
and nominated Martin Van Buren 
as its candidate for Vice President. 

The World addressed telegrams 
to 54 members of the committee 
asking an expression of their per- 
sonal views on both rules and also 


their opinion concerning the prob- 
able attitude of the 1928 conven- 
tion, which alone will have the 
authority to make any changes in 
the historic method of nominating. 
Summary of the Poll. 

Thirty-eight of 54 committee- 
men responded. The poll showed 
the following results: 

In favor of abolishing both the 
unit and two-thirds rules—19. 

In favor of abolishing the two- 
thirds rule, but oposed to or non- 
committal on the wisdom of doing 
away with the unit regulation, 8. 

In favor of abolishing the unit 
rule and non-committa! or opposed 
to abolishing the two-thirds rule, 
3. 

In favor of the two-thirds rule, 
6. 

In favor of the unit rule, 2. 

Highly qualified or non-commit- 
tax, &. 

Thus the vote stood 27 to a pos- 
sible 11 in favor of majority rule 
at the next convention and 22 to 
a possible 16 in favor of permit- 
ting the members of State dele- 
gations to vote as individuals. With 
16 members yet to be heard from 
and five non-committal, exactly helf 
of the entire male membership of 
the committee has expressed it- 
self in favor of nominating the 
next presidential candidate by ma- 
jority vote. There seems little 
doubt the women will decide in the 
same proportion. 

The replies showed the opposi- 
tion to the abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule confined mostly to the 
South, though this section is by 
no means unanimous in the mat- 
ter.

Suggests to Kellogg That 
New Financing Be Dis- 
couraged Until French 
Ratify Debt Agreement. 


COOLIDGE SAID

Senator in Letter Predicts 


Coming Congress Will Be | 
Called On to Deal With | 


Situation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Pres- 
sure on France to ratify the debt 
agreement, negotiated by the Per- 
enger commission, rather than fur- 
ther to cut down what she is to 
pay, is presaged in a communica- 
tion sent yesterday by Senator 
Borah, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, to Secretary 
of State Kellogg. 

Senator Borah regards the pro- 
posed refunding of the $100,000,000 
Morgan loan, now being negotiated, 
as a new loan and he suggested 
that it be discouraged until the 
debt between the two Governments 
is definitely adjusted. 

President Coolidge, at Rapid 
City, while he indicated that the 


policy of frowning on private loans 
to France is to be continued until 
She straightens out her obligation 
to the United States Treasury, is 
understocd to regard the refinanc- 
ing of the 3100,000,000 as not com- 
ing within the ban, inasmuch as it 
enables France to substitute for an 
8 per cent obligation one that will 
bear interest at 6 per cent. 
Borah’s notion is that an issue for 
the purpose of paying off another 
bond issue is just as much-of a 
loan as if the money were to be 
used for any other purpose. 

The snapper in Senator Borah’s 
letter to Secretary Kellogg lies in 
the phrase, “I presume we will be 
called on to deal with the French 
debt situation again at the coming 
Congress,” 


Letter Creates Apprenhension. 


As the Senate here is going to 
wait on the French Senate’s rati- 
fication of the existing debt agree- 
ment, there is considerable curios- 
ity if not apprehension as to what 
the Senator means. He refused to 
elaborate on his letter. One opinion 
is that an effort will be made to 
put a time limit of France's con- 
Sideration of the compact—which 
is already a year old—under which 
it would lapse if not ratified by a 
specified time. The theory of this 
is that France would nor again be 
offered terms as good, for Borah 
says he found in the West great 
dissatisfaction at the forgiving of 
half the debt. 

The letter to Secretary Kellogg 
follows, 

“Our Government proposed to 
adjust the French debt on the basis 
of 50 cents on the dollar, average 
rate of interest %4 per cent, time 
62 years. Claiming that this offer 
iS unjust and oppressive, France 
has not accepted it. 

“I am informed that France is 
now preparing to negotiate a new 
loan in this country of $100,000,000 
with interest at 6 per cent. I am 
advised that the department will 
shortly be called upon to signify 
its approval of this loan. Would 
it not be conducive to a better un- 
derstanding between the peoples of 
these countries if such loan were 
discouraged until the two govern- 
ments have*reached an agreement 
relative to the adjustment of the 
French debt? 

“The disparity between the two 
propositions seems worthy of con- 
sideration. Is the American tax- 
payer being swindled or is the 
l‘rench taxpayer beng exploited? 

Criticism of Hoover Foreseen. 


“I am offering my 
because I presume we _ will be 
called upon to deal with the 
French situation again in the com- 
ing Congress.” 

In addtion to the pressure on 
France, which may take ,.the form 
of a congressional enactment of 
the ban on loans to France, which 
now merely rests on the willing- 
ness of American bankers to accept 
the State Department judgment on 
such loans, the thing suggests pos- 
sible embarrassment of Herbert 
Hoover as a presidential candl- 
date. He was a member of the 
debt commission that negotiated 
the loan and when the Senate cuts 
loose in debate some of Hoover's 
enemies are likely to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to critl- 
cize him. 

Senator Borah is hardly likely to 
participate in this, for he and 
Hoover have always been friendly.

RENUNGATION OF WAR 


Proposes Nations Deny Aid to 
Aggressor Country to Pre- 
vent Conflicts. 


By the Associated Press, 

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Sept. 5. 
—Three lanes lead to peace and 
away from war and the threat of 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler 
president of Columbia University 
and President of the Carnegie Tin- 
dowment for International Peace, 
declared in a lecture here last night. 
The most important is the renunci- 
ation of 
public policy, Dr, Butler said, The 
others he,summarized as gencral 
acceptance of the definition of an 
aggressor nation, and refusal of 
neutral nations to allow their na- 
tionals to give aid and comfort to 
the aggressor power. The aggressor 
he defined as ‘‘that nation which, 
having agreed to submit interna- 
tional questions to arbitration or 
judicial process, begins hostilities 
without having. done so.” 

Dr. Butler urged steps be taken 
in Congress toward acceptance of 
the invitation extended by Aristide 
Briand, French Foreign Minister, 
to join the French nation in fol- 
lowing this course against war. 

“The action thus proposed by 
Briand is something quite different 
from that advocated by thcse who 
would outlaw war,” he said. “War 
cannot be outlawed, if by what is 
meant .disopsed of and prevented 
by resolution or denunciation. On 
the other hand, war may and can 
be renounced .between like-minded 
and advanced peoples as an instru- 
ment of public policy. 

“This means that in considering 
their common interests and points 
of difference they shall deliberate- 
ly declare they do not under anv 
circumstances contemplate war as 
a means of settling these. They 
vastly diminish the possibility of 
war by refusing to look upon it as 
under any circumstances inevit- 
able,.”’ 

Dr. Butler declared the question 
of limitation of armaments would 
settle itself when huge armaments 
were discovered to be truly ana 
solely orns ntal.

The Committee on Credentials, 
of which Dr. Aguero Y. Betancourt 
of Cuba, igs chairman, polled 48 
countries as present and represent- 
ed in the assembly. These includ- 
ed, for Latin America, Chile, Cuba, 
Panama, the Dominican Republic, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Paraguay, Nica- 
ragua, Salvador, Venezuela and 
Uruguay. ‘The following coun- 
tries were not represented: The 
Argentine, Bolivia, Brazil, Spain, 
Honduras and Peru. 

Mineichira Adachi, Japanese rep- 
resentative, in a sptech from the 
floor denied that he was a candi- 
date for the presidency of the as- 
sembly and begged the members 
not to vote for him.

No proof 
could be found that the merchandise was delivered to 
the State. The Nevada grocery dealer is quoted as 
saying that he never actually handled the merchan- 
dise. 

There are a couple of cattle deals which seem to 
baffle the accountants. They look bad and smell bad. 

There is another item, a shortage of $2160. This 
episode brings W. C. Robertson into the story. Rob- 
ertson was a friend of Gov. Baker’s friend, Wilson. 
Wilson took Robertson with him to Nevada as Assis- 
tant Steward. This shortage was found in “the 
county patients’ account.” It was repaid by Robert- 
son in two installments, with the notation “on ac- 
count of error.” The Auditor’s report says, “We find 
the transactions could not have been errors.” 

Gov. Baker’s friend, Wilson, held his job for 18 
prodigal months. He was ousted when a prelimi- 
nary audit by President Fulkerson of the Board of 
Managers of the Eleemosynary Institutions disclosed 
i“general extravagance and mismanagement.” Wil- 
son’s friend, Robertson, who had been promoted from 
Assistant Steward at Nevada to Steward of the State 
Hospital at Fulton, has also been removed. This 
action does not absolve Gov. Baker, nor the Board of 
Managers. 

The people of Missouri cannot have forgotten the 
extremes to which Gov. Baker went to reward his 
friend Wilson. First he tried to force Wilson’s ap- 
pointment through the Board of Managers. When 
the board refused to discharge a competent man, Gov. 
Baker reorganized the board with men subservient 
to his will. In so doing Gov. Baker flouted the law. 
He put personal friendship above his official obliga- 
tion. He thrust efficiency scornfully aside and turned 
these institutions back to the negligence and rapacity 
of spoils politics.

161 against Ohio’s 88. It is proposed in the 
legislature to combine groups of smaller 
‘ounties into larger units. The chances are 
that such legisiat'%n will have small chance 
of adoption at first, owine to one of the 
abuses the proposal is designed to correct: 
thet is the unfairness of representation 
which the multiplicity of counties perpetu- 
ates. 

The Atlanta Constitution. strongly indors- 
ing the plan to reduce the numbe: of coun. 
ties, summarizes the penr'ities which the 
present condition tnflicts on tha’ State. Six- 
tv-odd weak counties are unable to finance 
their share of highway expense or to support 

‘equate schools: some are indifferent to 
law enforcement and thue are nuit neces ¢, 
their neighbors: government is mad: ex pen- 
sive and politicians flourish at public ex. 
pense. “Is it any wonder,” asks the Con- 
stitution. “that terrorism and ‘ight ridin 
and defiance of iaw sometimes prevail to an 
‘arming exten’ in some of these counties?” 

Part of this incictment Nas a familiar ring 
ir Ohio. This State, too. has a surplusag » 
of counties; more to the point, perhaps, we 
have a surpl'isage of county government. 
Sooner or lat’ Ohfto, like Georgia, must seri- 
ously undertake the task of modernizing a 
system that has come down from the first 
days of the State and been strangely resist-

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| How to Put Up the Pickles | 


HE appetizing smel! of pickle- 
T cookers is wafted trom many 

home kitchens in early fall as 
the work goes forward during the 
first cool] days. In each family there 
are standard recipes, handed down 
frequently from grandmothers to 
mothers and daughters, and these 
are repeated annually almost al- 
ways with new ones to make the 
stock iarger. The amount made 
must be gauged by the family ca- 
pacity, enough to use freely but 
not to carry over. After preparing, 
sealing and iabeling, store in a cool 
dry place safe from frost. 

Quick Pickles. 

These pickles are for immediate 
use. Sclect small pickles of even 
size, wash well, then place in a 
deep yellow crock, cover with a 
light brine to which add a tea- 
spoonful of alum. Let stand for 
four hours then rinse in cold wa- 
ter and pack in the clean crock. 
Scald enough vinegar to cover the 
pickles, adding a generous sized 
spice bag. After scalding for five 
minutes turn over the pickles, 
place the spice bag in the center, 
cover and Jet stand for four or five 
days and the pickles are ready for 
use. If the vinegar looks slightly 
cloudy remove the spice bag. Fifty 
to 75 pickles are enough to do at 
once. 


Southern Spanish Pickle. 


Select 50 ripe, firm tomatoes and 
turn boiling water over them to re- 
move the skins and when removed 
chop them and put into the pre- 
serve kettle. Peel and chop 30 on- 
jons, wash and chop fine a four- 
stalk bunch of celery and lay one 
dozen bell peppers in a warm oven 
long enough to start the skins loose, 


, then peel them, remove seed cones 
chop fine. Mix the ingredi- 
ents, add two ‘pounds of brown 
sugar, a smal! half cupful of salt, 
a half teaspoonful of red pepper, 
a teaspoonful of curry powder, a 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon, 
cloves, ginger, and a half teaspoon- 
ful of all-spice. Mix, melt togeth- 
er, then cook slowly stirring often 
for three hours, 

As the mass grows heavy watch 
ccrefully that it does not burn and 
stir with a wooden spoon. V7hen 
thick. reduce nearly half and 
brown in color taste again and if 
needed add more salt, sugar or 
spices to taste. Store in a crock 
and when cold cover with a linen 
cloth and the crock cover and set 
in a cool dry place. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches. 

Select ripe, firm peaches, tree 
stones, turn over scalding water to 
remove the skins. There should 
be seven pounds of the peaches 
when ready. Put four pounds of 
sugar into the preserve kettle with 
two quarts of vincgar and a gen- 
erous. spice bag, also a cupful of 
broken stick cinnamon, and a ta- 
blespoonful! of whole cloves, a thin- 
ly sliced lemon with the seeds re- 
moved, a short length of vanilla 
bean and a small piece of green 
ginger, Boil for five minutes, then 
remove the ginger and vo.>- “la 
bean.
